It was recovered by the 
police on August 31, 1963* There were reports of several others in the area 
but the investigating officer could find no witnesses to the act.

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The connection between the two handbills is not clear. With serious interest, no ques- 
tions would have remained by this late date, eight months after the assassination. let 
the Secret Service continued its interest in the Minuteman one. Motive was hardly con- 
cern for Khrushchev. Federal investigators could have located the source of paper and 
all other materials used on the job in no time, if they had wanted to. This memo was 
written a week before Klause's testimony before the Commission (5H535ff • ) . According to 
the Dallas police memo, which follows, all the FBI knew about the Minutemen is what they 
read in the papers!
